sion than the payment of real estate mortgages. 


It is generilly known that the savings banks of | 


this city hold probably $7,000,000 of real estate 
mortgages on city and suburban property. The 
panic had no upset the ordinary, common-sense 
way of viewing all financial questions, that for 
some weeks there has been a disposition to see 
possibilities of disaster where no reasons for it ex- 
isted, unless everybody went insane. There bas 
been no lack of people to ask how the 
savings benks could realize on their real estate 
mortgages in order to comply with the demands 
of their depositors. In some quarters it has 
been apprehended that there would either be a 
large amormt of real estate forced to sale under 
the foreclosure of mortgages, or else that there 
would be a large amount of mortgages nf, due 
forced upon the market. There has, however, 
been no symptom of any such resuits yet, nor 
do we se any .eason why there should be. We 
find that real estate notes, principal and inter 
est, have been paid with even more promptness 
than the average of money obligations that have 
matured during the panic. An instance of this 
is shown ty the following statement, made in a 
circular issued on Nov. 12 by Mesers Ogden & 
Scudder, „ well-known firm of loan agents in 
this city. They say:
